Cook them slowly for an hour in a 
sirup of two cupfula of water and one 
of sugar Ueaattme boll In a doobl* 
boiler for about ao hour a half capful 
of rice la two capfula of milk, wltfc a 
email piece of butter and sugar and 
rsullla to taste.

Of 
course, dipped chocolates made at 
korae co*t n good de«d, but area they 
do not coat aa much aa good choco- 
late- rrom Ute shop*. And homemade 
pensiiit brittle Is aa mucb cheaper, rel- 
atively, than, homemade dipped choco- 
lates as "storemada" peanut brittle) I* 
Cheaper than good chocolate*. 

An Inexpensive and delicious sort 
Of peanut brittle 1* made from shelled 
yeanuls and granulated sugar. Spread 
tbe poanuta, •ballad aad skinned and 
•token in halves. In buttered pan*. 
Melt granulated angar and cook It un- 
til it turns brown, but do not let It 
bam. A* soon as It Is alt brown, out 
before any of It baa beuroD to burn, 
pour It-over th« nuts. A few drops Of 
Vinegar may be added Just before re- 
haovlng the angar from the Bra.
